NASA: Shuttle faces hard landing 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — 
NASA warned Discovery’s astro- 
nauts- dtar they amid hirdie run- ' 
way hard today if the space shut- 
tle’s drag chute inadvertently 
pops open because of a missing 
compartment door. 


The door dropped off the shut- 
tle four seconds before it- lifted 
off last week with John Glenn 
and six crewmates. 

The chute normally is used to 
slow the shuttle down after its 
wheels touch down, but is not 
considered essential equipment. 

NASA said the chute could 


make for a “pretty hard" landing 
only if it opens during the shut- 
tle’s final approach and die crew 
cannot jettison it. 

Tlie shuttle is scheduled to 
land at KMH a.m. MDT. 

The space agency stressed that

Blast kills 2 bombers, injures 21 
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Islamic group Hamas, 
claims responsibility; 
Arafac condemns 
terrorist attack

off blastsnhat killed the two 
assailants, injured 21 shoppers 
and passers-by and prompted 
the Israeli Cabinet to put off 
actum on the new peace accord. 

The radical Islamic group 

— Humaa_daimed. responsibility 
for the attack, the second sui- 
cide-bombing since the signing 
of the land-for-security accord 
two weeks ago. A week ago 
Thursday, an assailant tried to 
ram an explosives-rigged car 
Into a : bus carrying Jewish 
schoolchddren in the Gaza Strip. 


However, Palestinian security 
officials said that it was mem- 
bers of the militant Islamic 
Jihad group that carried out the 
attack. The officials identified 
onc'of the' assailants asYusef Ali 
Mohammed Zughayar, 18, of 
Anata, a refugee camp north of 
Jerusalem. Justice Minister 
Tshahi Hancgbi said the second 
. assailant canre frem _thc' 
Palestinian -can trolled areas. 

In a rare direct appeal to, the 
Israeli people, Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat appeared 
on Israel TV during the main 
Friday evening news program 
and condemned the bombing as 
“criminal." 

“We must v/ork together, 
Israelis and Palestinians, to con- 
front these terrorist acts that 
aim to destroy tho peace 
process,” said Arafat, adding 
that he would “exert 100-per- 
cent effort” to track down those 
involved. 

Arafat also called Prime 


Minister Benjamin Netanyahu to 
express his sorrow. 

President CUmon denounced 
the attack as an “outrageous and 
cowardly act by enemies o f 
peace" and expressed huge it 
would not derail the accord. 

But the Israeli leader told 
Arafat that for the peace process 
to continue, the Palestinians 
would have to significantly stop — 
up their war against terrorists, a 
statement by Netanyahu’s office 
said. 

The Palestinian Cabinet also 
condemned the attack following 
its meeting Friday night hut 
added that Israel should not use' 
-it as an excuse to halt the peace 
process.

TWIN FALLS - Child molesters aren’t 
who you think they are, and they get away 
with a lot morie than gets reported, ap 
expert on sex crimes against children said 
Friday. 

Thai’s why the public needs to educate 
itself about who child molesters are and 
how to keep their children safe, said 
Preston Police Chief Scott Shaw, the lead 
investigator in the 1993 disappearance of 
young Jeralee Underwood in Pocatello. 

Shaw was brought to Twin Falls by 
Messengers to End Crimes of Children 
and Abuse, a fledgling organization devot- 
ed to educating the public about crimes 
against dtildren. 

Child molesters fall into 10 classifica- 
tions, including pedophiles. But contrary 
to popular belief most child molesters 
aren’t pedophiles - they’re situational 
molesters, Shaw said. 

Situational molesters appear to he nor- 
mal people, but when confronted wilh 
finandal troubles, marital strife or other 
liigh-stress problems in life, they crack, he 
said. 

That’s when they’re most likely to 
molest a child, he said. 

If the opportunity is tltcre, and it’s in 
his comf6rr zone, there’s going to be a 
molestation," Shaw said. 

But just because a child is molested 
doesn’t mean the molester will be caught. 
Studies show the average sex offender will 
commit more than 300 crimes in a life- 
time, hut statistics show less than 3 per- 
cent of those crimes ever are prosecuted,

“less ones, he said. \ 

We’re just catdiing the real dummies," 

he said. 

Wltilc the rest go on offending, die ones , 
who are caught often are given sentences 
lasting only a few months. They easily pass

PHOENIX (AP) — A rare 
Mexican gray wolf found dead in 
a remote Arizona forest this sum- 
mer was shot to death, not killed 
by a mountain lion, federal 
wildlife authorities announced 
Friday. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service posted a $10,000 reward 
for information leading to whoev- 
er shot the wolf, the mother of 
the first Mexican gray wolf pup _ 
. born in the wild in nearly 50 
L years. 

“This is so tragic, because this 
Is the female wolf that was 
stomped on by on elk while hunt- 
ing, and for a while this summer 
she was dragging one of her hind 
legs," Fish and Wildlife Service 
"sbokesmarf'Tbm Bauer saiff/ TH ' 
spite of that, she successfully., . 
' raised a puprand then'somebtidy ' 
shoots her, and the pup hasn’t 
been seen since Aug. 27 and it’s 
presumed dead,- too.” 

The female wolf was one of 11 
of the rare lobos raised in cap- 
tivity and then released into 
the wilds of eastern Arizona 
earlier .this year. Only four of 
the 11 remain alive in the wild; 
three had to be recaptured, 
another was shot to death by a 
camper and another was found 
. dead last month under mysteri- 
‘ - ous circumstances. 


The wolf reintroduction pro- 
gram has drawn criticism from 
some ranchers who fear the 
wolves will attack livestock and 
others who say they could pose a 
threat to campers and hikers in 
the Apache-Sitgreaves National 
Forest. Bauer said the wolves hnH 
not attacked livestock and were 
not a threat to people.

(AP) - 
TOTTCaratdlVtaU-ch Cleaves Was 
gening knocked around by two 
older brothers as they played 
backyard basketball with a 
nailed-up mik crate. 

So. he ran inside, crying far his 
t mother while his brothers chased 
him. 

“I said, 'Momma, momma, I 
don’t want to go play,”' Cleaves 
recalls, “but she just turned h«r 
back and went in her room. She 
let my big brothers handle iL 
“They just hauled me back out 
there and told me, 'You better 
never Ik- a quitter. We don’t have 
quitters in our family.’ And at 
that point. I knew. That was the 
last time 1 ever quit in a game 
that I started." 

A decade later, that tcnacity 
has paid off for the Michigan 
State guard as lie emerges as one 
of college basketball’s brightest 
stars. 

Slowed by a back injury two 
years ago in his freshman season, .. 
Cleaves blossomed last year to 
lead the Spartans to the NCAA 
regional semifinals. He led the 
team in scoring with a 16.1 aver- 
age. and topped the Big Ten in 
assists with 217. 

The surprising Spartans fin- 
ished 22-8, Cleaves won the Big 
Ten Player of the Year award 
and iiis coach, Tom Lzzo, won The 
— Associated-Press Coach of the 
•Year award. 

This season. Cleaves is the 
nation’s top point guard, accord- 
ing to Street & Smith magazine. 
ajidlliTWK'llie preseason player 
of the year in The Sporting Sens. 

That means Cleaves and the 
Spartans won’t be sneaking up on 
anybody this season. Still, with 
virtually the entire team return- 
ing, prospects look good. 

Clearly, Cleaves is key. To his 
teammates, the 6-2, 190-pound 
guard is a leader and a friend 
“On the court, the friendship 
you have with him doesn't matter 
at times,” forward Morris Peter- 
son says. “He doesn't cut comers 
with anybody.” 

Big-hearicdncss is no small 
• pan of Cleaves' game. He says he 
loves helping people. 

“That’s maybe what makes me 
so good at getting assists,” he 
says. “I’d rather see somebody

I saw some demographic numbers last 
week about the Christian church that 
shocked me. 

I was at a conference at the 
Minneapolis campus of the University of 
St. Thomas, and one of the speakers was 
Bruce Forbes, professor of American reli- 
gion at Morningside College in Sioux 
City, Iowa. Forbes had statistics I had 
never seen and I want to pass them along. 

The greatest erosion of membership in 
mainline denominations! occurred 
between 196S and 1990. During that time, 
all mainline denominations lost a good 
many members. The greatest loss came to 
the Disciples of Christ, also known as the 
Christian Church, during that period. The 
Disciples lost 45.8 percent of its, member- 
ship — ulmost half of their total member- 
ship died, stopped attending or went to 
another church. 
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Women and the priesthood 

Ascension Episcopal Church prepares to ordain 1st female priest small churches 
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But other denominations didn’t do 
much better. The Presbyterian Church 
(USA) lost 33.1 percent; the Episcopal 
Church dropped 28.7 percent; the United 
Church of Christ lost 22.8 percent; the 
United Methodists had 19.5 percent drop 
out. 

Others did a little better. The 
American Baptists, a liberal Baptist 
denomination, lost only 1.5 percent; the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church in America 
dropped 7.8 percent; The Reformed 
Church in America had 15 percent walk 
away or die. 

— Forbes said some-of those statistics arc 
not terribly reliable because different 
denominations dean up their rolls more 
often than others. In other words, some 
losses could be much greater. All we 
know for sure is there are fewer and 
fewer people in church on Sunday mom- 


Now, where have all those people 
gone? Forbes says many people lost confi- 
dence in church during the 1960s. My 
theory is, cither they disagreed with the 
- -church and felt it should not get into poli- 
tics and prbtcsisfbr they suv^He cHOrEfi - 
as wimpy, an organization that could not 
— back up words with actions. 

During that same period, some conserv- 
ative Christian churches grew at phenom- 
enal rates. The Church of God in Christ, a 
predominantly African-American denom- 
ination, claims it grew by 1,231 percent. 
Forbes says those figures could be sus- 
pect because record-keeping in the 
denomination is a bit shaky. 

The Assemblies of God, a Pentecostal 
denomination, says it grew 281 percent 
from 1965 to 1990; the Church of God in 
Cleveland and Tennessee added 202 per- 
cent to its rolls; the Jehovah Witnesses 
grew by 150 percent. The Seventh Day 
Adventist denomination says it' grew by 
97 percent. And the Roman Catholic 
Church claims to have grown by 26 per- 
cent' in this lime frame and u whopping 
1 40 percent since 1947. 

But most church observers say the 
Catholic rolls are not reliable and believe 
that of the 61 million Catholics in the 
United States, at least 15 million are inac- 
tive or have moved on to other churches. 

Here in the Twin Cities and nation- 
wide, Islam is about to claim more adher- 
ents than the Jewish faith, a fact that has 
been predicted for at least a decade. In 
Minnesota, where Lutherans and 
Catholics still dominate with a combined 
membership of 2,149,000 still, there arc 
now 43,000 Muslims, 18,500 Buddhists, 
and 15,500 Hindus, according to John 
Mayer, director of the Religious • 
Information Service in Bloomington, 
Minn. 

At least two observations con be made; 
First, with greater growth in conservative .. 
denominations, people want their church 
experience to be Bible-centered and to 
meet their needs. Mainline churches for 
25 years ignored the pleas of the people 
— requests for better preaching, for 
Bible-centered programs, for help raising 
children and for a meaningful soda] min- 
istry. 

. Second, we now -live in a religiously _/ 
pluralistic world, one being created right" 
in our midst - and, sometimes, we find 
that we have trouble dealing with all the 
foreign elements in our midst. Listen, we 
have 47,000 people who belong to tribal 
religions — some in the Hmong and 
African communities — - in th^ United 
States. 

The best way to live together is not 
through hatred but through love, toler- 
ance and understanding.

Shannon Kelly will receive her mas- 
ters of divinity degree next- May from~ 
the Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific in Berkeley, Calif., and will be 
orduined into full priesthood when she 
accepts a position as priest of a church. 
On Sunday, she will be ordained into 
the transitional dcnconate, an'intermc- 
diary step. 

“This is something I've worked 
toward all my life ... I always wanted to 
use my life in a way that would affect 
people in a positive way,” she said in a 
Timcs Ncws story in October J99G. 

Both Shannon Kelly and her mother, 
fMib Kelly,, grew up in Ascension 
Episcopal Church. Mib-Kelly , a 
was the first woman ordained a deacon 
there (in January 1995). Shannon 
Kelly’s father, Mike Kelly, is retired 
from the U. S. Air Force. 

As an Episcopal priest. Shannon 
Kelly, now 25, will be allowed to marry 
and have children. She will also face 
minimul prejudice. 

Women are an accepted part of the 
priesthood in the Episcopal church, 
unlike some other religious denomina- 
tions, and there are lots of women in 
Kelly’s seminary classes. 

But there are still stereotypes. 

“When I see people outside of school 
(and tell them what I am doing), some 
say, ‘Oh, you can’t do that,’ ” Kelly 
explained in a phone interview from 
Berkeley on Thursday. “Other people 
think I’m going to become a nun." 

And there are some places that w'on’t 
hire Episcopal women priests, said 
Kelly, who hasn’t decided where she 

will locate after her graduation.. 

As part of her studies, Kelly has done 
field work at St. Mark’s Palo Alto 
Church in California and at St. Luke’s 
hospital in Boise. Her vocational focus 
will be ministering with children, teens 
and young adults. 

She often worked with children and 
teens in her Twin Falls church, she 
said, and she benefited from the posi- 
tive influence of her mother's service 
to others. 

.“My mother did youth work with me 
— and was instrumental-in the lives of 
lots of young people,” Kelly recalled. 
“She was. so. real (didnU pretend to -- 
have all the answers).” 

Kelly said she first .started thinking 
about becoming a priest when site was 
16, but she used to ask herself, “Is 
there anything else I could do?" 

The answer, she finally decided, is 
that “I could do something else, but 
this is what I really want to do.”

Instead of filling the vucunt 
priest positions, he explained the idea 
behind hiring what is called a diocese 
missioner to serve the six churches. - 
The missioner would work out of Twin 
Falls, discerning the spiritual gifts and 
needs within each of the six congrega- 
tion and training people to serve their 
local congregations. 

“A missioner would be ordained and 
help discover our vision for mission and 
ministry, to empower, enable, educate 
people for parish ministries,” explained 
Lisa Knight, member of the Central 
Deanery Diocese. 

A search committee is already in the 
process of finding the person to fill die 
position. The position “could be in place 
sometime during the first quarter of 
1999," Knight wrote in a church newslet- 
ter. 

“This plan represents a change, and 
change can be challenging, difficult, con- 
fusing and rewarding," Knight said. ‘Tj 

Is'up to the members of these churches 
to make the Episcopal Church a -viable.' 
growing and welcoming place to wor- 
ship,” 

During his presentation, Bainbridge 
emphasized that “every congregation is 
somewhere in the life cycle of birth, 
growth, maturity, decline and death.” 

He described the vision of the Episcopal 
church as serving Clirist by “loving God 
and our neighbor." 

In a telephone interview, die bishop 
■ explained, “In many parts of the coun- 
try, wc arc moving to a point where con- 
gregations can no longer afford semi- 
nary-trained clergy, such as one clergy 
person for each congregation." 

He explained that areas of ministry in 
every congregation, large or small, 
involve tcacliing the faith, attending to 
people's needs, reaching out to the 
world, leading worship, and helping to 
order the administration. 

“Those pcop.le'vftjo can do these 
ministries are already in place," he 
said. 

A shortage of ministers, congregations 
with small membership rolls, the 
increased cost of living and reduced 
funds available to employ a minister are 
the challenges confronting not only 
Episcopal churches, but churches o‘f 
many denominations. 

At Calvary Episcopal' Church in 
Jerome, a church deacon, Dick Goetsch, 
conducts the weekly worship services 
three Sundays each month.

As for Zwiclds insistence that 
the real bad guys here arc zeal- 
ous politicians who would sub- 
vert the Constitution and Bill of 
Rights, Hooper’s question is: 
Where’s a similar condemna- 
tion of those who base their 
hate on the way a person dress- 
es or the shade of his skin? 

Such criticisms may seem 
odd directed at an Ed Zwick 
film. His reputation is built on 
movies that point out the insid- 
iousness of stereotyping, 
whether the subject is blacks 
(“Glory”) or women in the mili- 
tary (“Courage Under Fire”).

FORT WORTH, Texas - To 
submit or not to submit. 
Professors at Southwestern 
Baptist Theological Seminary in 
Fort Worth were pondering that 
question last week. 

Faculty members of the 3,300- 
student seminary — the nation’s 
largest — are being asked to sign 
an updated Baptist doctrinal 

statement tha t contains a c ontro- 

versial clause stating that wives 
must “submit’’ graciously to the 
servant leadership of their hus- 
bands. 

• — Although faculry members 
emphatically support a strong 
stand for the traditional family 
— - which backers say is the 
intent of the statement — many 
professors have reservations 
about the "wifely submission" 
part of the document. 

Tlte amendment to the Baptist 
Faitli and Message Statement — 
the first since 19G3 — created a 
furor lust summer when it was 
approved at the national 
Southern Baptist- Convention in 
Salt Lake City. It begins: “The 
— h usbu nd-ttmi-wif e n r c o f e qnnl — 
worth before God, since both are 
created in God’s image ... A hus- 
band is Co love his wife even as 
Christ loved the church ...".Then 
comes the part that, to some, 
flies in the face of equal rights 
for women: “A wife is to submit 
lierself graciously^ to tlu^ servant 
leadership of her husband even 
as the church willingly submits 
itself to the headship of Christ." 


Besides having reservations 
uImiiii the submission part of the 
statement, some faculty argued 
that the Fort Worth seminary is 
changing the rules of employ- 
ment. Seminary faculty memlK-rs 
were* hired under the 1963 ver- 
sion of the doctrinal statement — 
not the revised version. 

Two professors have already 
said they won’t sign, choosing to 
leave the seminary. Dan G. Kent, 
ortlft- ssor of Old T ost .-mu-nt fur 
19 years, will retire in June, hut 
his objection to signing the sjate- 
. mem is only one reason for his 
retirement, he said. Health prob- 
lems and the fact tharhis wife is" 
happily retired also were factors. 

Alan llrehin, assistant profes- 
sor of New Testament since 1992, 
submitted his resignation to sem- 
inary President Ken Hemphill. 
The latest event caused him to 
make a decision lie said he had 
been considering for some time. 

Most of tlte more than 150 full- 
and part-time Southwestern fac- 
ulty members are expected to 
eventually sign the doctrinal 
statement, said David Porter, a 
seminary spokesman.

Writer gains in popularity, years after death 

Once a fervent atheist. GS. ILcmik iiasar embraced the Savior in his works

At age 9. his mother dial His 
father, overcame with grief, sou 
his two sons from their Irish 
homeland to a brutal English 
boarding schooL 

"With my mother’s death all 
settled happiness, all that was 
tranquil and reliable, disap-* 
peared," C-S Lewis wrote t e ar s 
later. There was to be Joy: be: 
no more of the old security. It 
was sea and islands now; the 
great continent had sunk like 
Atlantis.” 

When he was 15. Lewis beamt 

a fervent atheist. He spent his 
19th birthday in the fields of 
France — fighting far his life in 
the mauj of-WorU War-i-mcfa— 
combat, witnessing “the bambh 
smashed men stiU moving like 
half-crushed beetles, the strung 
or standing corpses., land- 
• scape of sheer earth without a 
“blade of grass." He caponed 6D 
Getman soldiers. His best mend 
was killed. Lewis was severely 
wounded. 

Lewis knew deep suffering 
early — and late — in life. He 
knew depression and defeat and 
despair. Yet he was “surprised 
by joy," his own term for his 
rebirth from atheist to Christian 
convert, and experienced 
immense success as a 20th-centu- 
ry Christian apologist and the 
author of celebrated books, 
among them the wildly popular 
The Chronicles at Narnia" 

His death, one week shy of his 
6Sth birthday, went virtually 
overlooked. He died Nov. 22, 
1963 — the day President John 
F. Kennedy was assa ssin a t ed. But 
at the centennial of his birth — 
Nov. 29, 1893 — he seems more 
popular than ever.

NEW YORK (/VP) — The Dow 
moved within 25 points of 9,000 

nearly nonstop rebound again 
withstood the temptation to take 
profits. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average ruse 59.99 to 8,975.46, 
more than 1,500 points above its 
early October low nnd 362 points 
from the all-time best close of 
9,337.97 set on July 17. 

It was the eight straight ses- 
sion without a loss for the Dow, 
which briefly edged within 10 
paints of 9,000 on Friday. 

Brojder stock indicators also 
rose to the highest levels since 


before the market began its 
rapid retreat in late July.

20.2 percent since it slid below 
7,500 on Oct. 8. and holds a gain 
of 13.5 percent for 1998.
